fo ug ht.

out of 750 employes of the Bucks 
Stov e and Range company are perm it­ 
ted to decide the num ber of hours any 
of them should work. 
Mr. Darlington argued that 1,999,- 
965 of the men engaged in this boycott 
hav e no personal concern with the 
hours of labor of the thirty-fiv e meta! 
polishers, hut hav e simply banded to­ 
gether under agreem ent to attack any 
employer who refuses to allow his em ­ 
ployes to dictate his mode of business. 
If the right to boycott is legal for 
a combination because the right to 
withhold patronage is legal for an in­ 
div idual, Mr. Darlington pointed out 
that since an indiv idual may refuse to 
sell to any person, with or without 
motiv e, he may combine with any 
num ber of persons for the same pur­ 
pose. 
Therefore, he contended, the 
v ast combination now before the court 
might refuse to employ a single per­ 
son selected as a v ictim, that it might 
refuse to deal with him or anyone 
who deals with him, or to sell him 
anything, ev en the necessities of life, 
or to patronize any persons who might 
hav e business intercourse with him.

gart is not opposed to Bryan and the 
stories printed to that effect are un­ 
fair,” said Judge W illard Cox, chair­ 
man of the press bureau of the Dem­ 
ocratic state committee. 
“ Indiana is 
for Bryan and there will be no at 
tem pt to defeat him in this state,” 
Judge Cox continued. 
Other intim ate 
friends of Taggart declared that some 
of the promoters of the Bryan banquet, 
at Lafayette hav e attem pted to mak e 
a “m ountain out of a m olehill” be­ 
cause Taggart was unable to attend 
the affair. 
They hav e started a story 
throughout the state that T aggart ar 
ranged purposely to be out of Indiana 
during B ryan’s v isit and that he is not 
in sym pathy with the mov ement to 
renom inate Bryan. 
In spite of Tag­ 
ga rt’s 
declaration for Bryan, some 
of the radical followers of the “peer­ 
less one”* in Indiana who are boom 
ing J. Kirby Risk o f Lafay ette for 
state chairman, seem determined to 
create the impressio n that Tag g art is 
no t o nly secretly o ppo sed to Bry an, 


a plairorm that will be minus Bryan's 
pet theories. 
The indications are that 
the Lafayette banquet has opened the 
way for a renewal of the feud that has 
div ided the party for the last ten 
years. 
It. was adv ertised that the 
coming of Bryan would be the occa­ 
sion of a grand getting-together of the 
party work ers on common 
ground, 
but the fur was rubbed the wron" way 
and an old-fashioned party ruction 
has been started that is expected to 
result in the annihilation of one of 
the factions. 
,T. Kirby Risk ’s criti­ 
cism of State Chairman O’Brien for 
not attending the banquet is regarded 
by T aggart’s and O’Brien’s lieutenants 
as wholly uncalled for. 
They look 
upon it as an effort on the part of 
Risk to seize the leadership and to 
read O'Brien out of the party. 
Risk 
declared at the banquet that the least 
Chairm an O’Brien could hav e done 
would hav e been to attend the ban­ 
quet giv en in honor of the “greatest 
liv ing American.” 
He 
was 
sev ere 
with Taggart also because of his ab- 
scence. 
Risk ’s attack on Taggart and 
O’Brien is being enjoyed by their op­ 
ponents, but it has caused their lieu­ 
tenants, who control the party ma 
chinery, to whet their political k niv es 
and to determ ine to get R isk ’s scalp

chairman. 
O’Brien’s followers here declared to­ 
day that Risk ’s attack on him was 
ridiculous.
